Tho United States fought one war, 


and risked two, that the port of Mo- 
bile might be free to American com- 
merce. 
Then the Mobilo and Ohio 


railroad and the Southern j railway 


seized the port o( Mobilo, and they 


sti'll hold II. 


It was only a little while ago that 


the people of Mobile i utilized 
that 


they no longer possessed a scapoit. 
They had Imagined for a century that 
they owned the only one in Alaba- 
ma. Then they woke up to the fact 
that the railroads liad captured all 
the docks and wharfs but one. This 
was ostensibly public, but when com- 
peting transportation companltJ tried 
to use it, they found that It also was 
controlled by liie railway 
combina- 


tion. 
The railroads bad shut up the 


port as tight as Farragut's fleet ev- 


closed it. 


The city of Mobile still owned six- 


teen hundred feet, of water frontage, 
and on this it built public docks to 
which all ships were admitted on 
uniform a,nd reasonable terms. 
The 


railroads 
refused to deliver freight 


at these public wharves on the terms 
enjoyed 
by 
the 
railroad-owned 


wharves! Then the -people of Mobile 
realized for the first time that the 
very life of their city, one 
of 
the 


greatest trade centeis of the- South, 
was at stake. 


The city government, the board ol 


trade, the loyal business 
interests, 


and the people, have ueen organized 
and have made their protest so ve- 
hement that the railroads have been 
forced from time to time to abandon 
first one and then, another method of 
discrimination. 
But always, the peo 


plo found that when the 
railroads 


surrendered 
ut one point, they ad- 


vanced at another; always, the peo- 
ple got the shadow and not the sub- 
stance of concession.

rules for the United States senate. 
For more than an hour that body sus- 
pended alt other business and, fig- 
uratively speaking, went up In the air 
ten feet and came (Sown in a solid 
mass upon the head of Vice Presi- 
dent Sherman for attempting to Inocu- 
late the upper branch with tho virus 
of bouse procedure. 


The incident, which attracted at- 


tention all over the Capitol, grew out 
of the action of the vice president in 
counting as present for the purpose 
of a quorum senators who had 
an- 


nounced, pairs. 
An amendment had 


been rejected by a vote of 1C to 25, 


' less than a majority of the senate, 


which is Itn constitutional quoum. 
The point of "no quorum" was raised 
and Sherman calmly announced that, 
including the nine senators who had 
announced their pairs, a quorum was 
present. 


This action, BO close a reflection of 


the methodB by which Thomas B. 
Heed blocked filibustering Democrats 
from stopping the business 
of 
the 


bouse, was almost unnoticed Satur- 
day, 
hut yesterday tho senators came 


up loaded for bear. 


.Mr. 
Culberson, 
the 
Democratic 


leader, brought the mutter before the 
senate by objecting to the approval 
of the Journal arid Mr. Hale, the He- 
publican floor leader, in 
his 
most 


solemn manner proceeded to read a 
lecture to the vice president that must 
have made Sherman's ears tingle. The 
matter Involved was Immaterial, said 
Hale, but It was tbe Invariable rule 
of the senate that a quorum be dis- 
closed by senators voting aye and no. 


"1 hope the chair will very carefully 


consider the question before Becking 
to enforce any other rule," said Hale. 
No other test case has been recog- 
nized by the senate. 1'airs are count- 
ed as absentees. 
If a senator paired 


Is counted as part of a quorum, the 
purpose of the, pair Is violated. 
The 


chair did what never was done be- 
fore." 


.Mr. Carter tried to ease the sit- 


uation by remarking that a senator 
was under no obligation to arise in 
his seat and announce his pair. The 
action of Ihe vice presiucnt in count- 
Ing senators who had announced pairs 
was not In violation of the rules. 
Culberson remarked that ;the remarks 
of the vice president were not a casual 
eiatement, but a 
deliberate, ruling. 


"The chftlr so Intended It," Inter- 
;' Jected Sherman calmly. 


Senator Smith came in with an ex- 


cited word In support 
of 
Sherman, 


v "The. senators who announced their 


pairs were present and should have 
been counted," he said. 
"If they 


should not bo counted It would be In 
the power of any senator to break a 
quorum." 


Mr. Heyburn hern entered the fray 


with a quotation from the rules so 
explicit that when he had finished lit- 
tle more remained to be said on his 
point. He showed that pairs are un- 
official, existing only by unanimous 
consent. 
They are not provided for 


In the rules of the senate, and any 
senator, or 'even the vice president, 
has power to break them. 
Heyburn 


showed by the rules, which, he said, 
have no counterpart in any other 
body, that the only test of a quorum 
Is a roll call and it cannot be sup- 
plemented or Influenced by counting. 
"1 don't want the senate for a minute 
to recognize this ruling." 


Senator Bailey agreed, and added 


that the vice president was not chosen 
by the senate, but by the 
people. 


"The senate cannot be too careful," 
he warned, "in seeing to It that the 
presiding officer executes the rules 
of the senate as they are and does not 
try to amend them." 


Vice Presi*ent Sherman assisted the 


senate to the- extent of remarking: "1 
Intend to rule that the roll call dis 
closed the presence of a quorum;" but 
he was overborne by several senators, 
who pointed out that it was clearly 
his duty to order their names called 
and not to count them. 


The vice president later ruled that 


the amendment over which the con- 
troversy arose had been defeated and 
was not before the senate, thus stand- 
ing by his guns. 
Previous to this, 


however, the journal had been ap- 
proved, several senators voting no, 
and In view of this fact and on sug- 
gestion of Hale, who pointed out that 
the senate had "almost unanimously' 
disagreed with the vice president, the 
matter was dropped,

RUIN FOLLOWS 


GAS EXPLOSION 


Nine Persons Killed and 


Over a Hundred Injured 


DAMAGE 
ABOUT $500,000 


Disaster In Power House Started by 


Runaway Car Breaking High Pres- 


sure Gaspipe—Force 
of 
Explosion 


Shakes Up Large Section of Man- 


hattan Island—Christmas Goods De- 


stroyed In Nearby Shops 


New York, 
Dec.1 20.—The 
very 


heart and backbone of Manhattan Is- 
land were shaken by a terrific explo- 
sion of illuminating gas in the auxil- 
iary power house of the Grand Cen- 
tral station. 
N.ine persons, two of 


them women, were killed, 126 were 
Injured and property was damaged to 
the extent of ?500,000. 


Four workmen, who are missing, 


are believed to have perished, and of 
125 Injured, 98 were removed to hos-1 
pltals. 
O[ these eight may die, An 


Investigation by the police, the dis- 
trict attorney's office,and the coroner's 
office is under way. 
Traffic on the 


New York Central .railroad ceased en- 
tirely for some hours, but the new 
station Itself, now in process of con- 
struction, was not damaged. 


The Injured include laborers and 


other employes of the railroad, pe- 
destrians, bystanders and others In 
the vicinity of the accident. A pass- 
Ing surface car, carrying seven pas- 
sengers, was lifted from Its trucks 
and'hurled into an automobile run- 
ning alongside. 
Four of the seven 


passengers were killed outright, but 
the chauffeur of the motor car was 
only cut and bruised. 


The force of the explosion ran north 


and south for two miles 
along ,the 


rocky ridge that Is the backbone of 
the Island and east and west laterally 
for a mile. Foundations were jarred, 
walls were shaken 
out 
of ' plumb, 


windows were blown In by the thou- 
sand , ceilings came crashing down 
on the hea<!~ or those beneath, and 
the pavements were littered with pul- 
verized glass that topped the shoe 
soles. 
The full amount of the prop- 


erty damage Is as yet unavailable and 
may exceed the rough and conserva- 
tive estimate of $500,000. 


The loss to the New York Central 


Railroad company includes the physi- 
cal damage done to the power house, 
which was utterly wrecked; the de- 
lay to construction work and the dam- 
age done to cars standing near the 
power house. The loss to shopkeep- 
ers and property owners In the vicin- 
ity will spread «ver a wide range ol 
items. Christmas displays were blown 
backward into the shops, sucked into 
the street or cut to ribbons by flying 
Klnss. Whole fronts of buildings were 
left without n window. 


As nearly as can be determined,

COMPRESSED 'ICE. 


Sinks In Wai«r and Crumblel Into 


Pew'dbr Wtien Warmed. 


All know that ordinary ice'will float. 


This relative lightness'of Ice with re- 
spect to water is due to expansion of 
.the water at the moment' of freezing. 
If water is frozen .under immense 
pressure it seems that -this expansion 
is prevented and ice heavier than wa- 
ter is produced. 
' " . ' 


G. Tnmuian has prepared this modi- 


fication, .which' he calls Ice III., ns 
follows: He compressed water to 3,000 
kilograms. (0,014 pounds) and cooled 
it In solid carbon dioxide snow and 
finally In liquid air. Under these con- 
ditions a colorless, transparent Ice Is 
formed. It Is much'denser than ordi- 
nary ice and heavier than water; con- 
sequently It sinks .when, placed In wa- 
ter. Ice HI. Is very unstable, and on 
Blight wanning It swells out and 
breaks up Into a dense white powder: 
The'volume of the resulting powder 
Is apparently four to eight times that 
of the original Ice. This powder form- 
ed by the breaking up of the dense 
form is nothing more than ordinary 
ice In the form of fine crystals, which, 
of courae, on further warintiig molt at 
zero 'degrees centigrade. 


Experiments on Ice III. show that It 


Is impossible to obtain it by separa- 
tion from water nt atmospheric pros 
sure and then suddenly cooling. There 
would. never be, n possibility of this 
unstable form of solid water being 
formed In nature.—New York Tribune.
